Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not show a terminal block with an insulating plate attached to it and a metal 
plate attached to the insulating plate wherein through-holes in the two plates corresponding to 
terminals attached to the terminal block are filled with an adhesive to form a waterproof terminal 
block as required by independent claim 1 in combinations with other limitations of this claim.
